The President is 
credited with holding a big block of 
Metropolitan Traction Company securities 
along with Secretary Lamont, and Wall 
street men have heard recently a great deal 
of his interest in one or two industrial stocks 
out of which he is said to have made a 
enug sum. | 

This does not mean that the President 
has any interest in epeculative stocks, be- 
cause, according to report, he owns the 
stock outright, just as an ordinary investor 
would buy a desirable security. | 

When the President practiced law in Buf- 
falo prior to his election as Governor, he 
enjoyed in connection with Wilson Bissell, 
@ recent member of Mr. Cleveland’s Cabi- 
net, @ lucrative practice. His private fort- 
une when he became Governor, fourteen 
years ago, was estimated at $25,000. 

When he was elected to the Presidency 
two years later he was worth about the 
same amount. 

At the end of his first term financial ex- 
perte figured him as being worth $250,000. 
One-half of this sum represented his saving 
from the $200,000 that the Government paid 
bim for his four years of service. The 
other $125,000 represented fortunate invest- 
ments in real estate and railroad stocks. 


Mr. Cleveland's practice during the four 
years that elapsed between his first and 
second terms as President netted him §$50,- 
000 a year, from which he saved at least 
$25,000 a year. 

It was during his career as a private citi- 
zen that the President became interested in 
investments and it is said that since he be- 
came President he has not become interest- 
ed in a single new enterprise. All his pres- 
ent holdings represent investments made by 
him while he was practicing law, except- 
ing, of course, his purchase of real estate 
in Washington, Long Island and New Jer- 
acy. 

The President is credited with having 
Saved $100,000 on. his four years’ salary of 
$0,000 a year, which he is now drawing. 
That he will retire to private life well equip- 
ped in @ financial way is beyond question. 
We now have the assurance of one of his 
former legal associates thax he will not 
again become a member of the firm of which 
he was a member four years ago. As far 
as his present plans are knowh, he will re- 
tire from public and active business life 
and make his home at Princeton, N. J., 
where he has just purchased a house in 
which he and his family will live. 

The President's new purchase is the hand- 
Some residence formerly occupled by Mrs. 
W. L. Suden, on Bayard avenue. He will 
move into it shortly after the Inauguration 
of the Republican President. The Presi- 
Gent's new house consists of a beautiful 
‘ stone Dullding and four acred of ground.

The announcement of the purchase 
comes from Prof. Andrew F. West of 
Princeton University. Prof. West con-

She and the Presi- 
dent were delighted with the old town and 
everything connected with it on their recent 
visit there during the celebration of the 
University. For the University itself Mr. 
Cleveland has a special love, due to the fact 
that his father was educated there for the 
Presbyterian ministry. Mrs. Cleveland was 
attracted by the quiet and independent 
home life of the town, by its healthfulness 
and its convenience to New York. She was 
also influenced by the attractions of a uni- 
versity society, and concluded that the town 
was an ideal place for a home. Mr. Cleve- 
land had a similar opinion, and at once be- 
gan to look for a suitable house. 


The new Cleveland home is located in the 
western part of the city. It stands on an 
eminence about three minutes’ walk from 
the university campus and overlooks a pic- 
turesque stretch of farming country. The 
location is the finest in the town. The house 
itself ts a three-story stone building in old 
colonial style, with five pillars in front and 
steps on three sides. It is surrounded by a 
beautiful park and splendid driveways. 
Pme and maple trees shade the yard. The 
residence of Prof. William M. Sloan is 
across the avenue, a short distance away. 

The President at the present time has 
three fine residences. One is at Red Top, 
a short distance from Washington. Another 
is his summer home at Buzzari's Bay, 
Meas. The third i the new house at Prince-

THE DIRTY TEXAS. 


How the Unfortunate Warship May 
Breed Disease. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 28.—Another 
source of anxiety over the usefulness of 
the ill-fated bagtleship Texas has arisen in 
the navy. This time it is a warning from 
the medical officers of the service and it 
relates to the probable effect of the pollu- 
tion of the intricate interior of the ship 
when six3y-one of her compartments were 
filled with the séwage-contaminated mud of 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

One pf the leading bacteriologists of the 
naval surgeons corps has raised the point 
that while it will be feasible to wash out 
most of the foul sediment that was deposited 
in accessible portions of the vessel, it will 
be difficult to reach the numerous seams in 
the bulkheads and small angles into which 
solid particles of sewage have accumulated. 

It is claimed the ship must be kep? in 
Northern waters for at least a year, and 
expert opinion is registered that it would 
be extremely hazardous to send her to a 
warmer} climate within that time. Prece- 
dents are cited to show what serious results 
do the crew might follow a visit to West 
Indian waters,where enteric disorders breed 
readily. 

The Medical Department of the Navy will 
resort to extreme measures to clean the 
ship before she leaves the Brooklyn yard. 


BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


The New Motor Cars Go Into Opera- 
tion Monday.

LIKE POOR FOLK. 
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Mrs. Pleveland Told a No-Credit 
House to “Charge It,” Which 
Was Promptly Refused. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 28.—President 
Cleveland was refused credit in a Wash- 
ington dry goods store Wednesday, and 
Mrs. Cleveland, who sat in the carriage 
while her maid was inside conducting the 
painful negotiations, drove away in a state 
of indignation, having become unwittingly 
the victim of a no credit’: establishment, 
which declined to violate its rule even for 
the benefit of the President of the United 
States. 

Mrs. Cleveland started out with the car- 
riage on one of her shopping tours for the 
purpose of securing some needed clothing 
for the children. Knowing exactly what she 
wanted to purchase, she remained in the 
carriage while her maid went into the dry 
goods store of S. Kahn, Sons & Co. 

The maid walked to the proper counter, 
selected a number of dress patterns, and 
then handed to the clerk an order written 
on the familiar domestic notepaper of the 
White House, bearing the engrossed inscrip- 
tion Exeeutlve Mansion.“ In a matter of 
fact way, the maid said smilingly: ‘Mrs. 
Cleveland said to charge the things to the 
President.“ 

The clerk beckoned to one of the mem- 
bers of the firm, and they held a whispered 
conference as to whether they could af- 
ford to violate the rules of the establish- 
ment and open a little account with the 
President of the United States. It was an 
awkward moment for all concerned, but 
finally the clerk turning to the maid, said, 
in an apologetic manner: We are sorry 
to cause Mrs. Cleveland any annoyance 
whatever, but as our firm believes in treat- 
ing all alike, and as we have made a rule 
that we will do business for cash only, there 
is nothing else for us to do.“ 

In an interview the manager of the store 
said: 

“We regret the occurrence exceedingly, 
but we do not see how It was possible to 
avoid it unless the goods had been pre- 
sented to Mrs, Cleveland without price, 
which would have been an insult to her. 
It is very well known here in business cir- 
cles that distinguished classes are the hard- 
est to colléét from. It was not at all for 
fear of loss that we declined to extend the 
credit, for the amount of the bill was but a 
trifling matter. In addition to that, it is well 
know here that President Cleveland is ex- 
tremely scrupulous in regard to his busi- 
ness engagements and his check is always 
promptly received for every running ac- 
count. I only hope the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland will understand the situation and 
not think they were unnecessarily subjected 
to annoyance or insult.”

The forces to be allied are the workers in 
marine trades. Along the water front of 
New York, along the Thames at South- 
ampton, Edinburgh and every post of Great 
Britain and the Continent the combina don 
is stretching out. Men of Australia’s ship- 
ping industries of the ports of the Pacific 
Coast, along the Atlantic, from Maine to 
Texas, and longshoremen of the grea®> lakes 
and interior rivers have heard the first 
rumors of the gigantic movement and will 
learn details when at New York and the 


most important ports of Europe the or- 
ganization is firmly established. At the pres- 


end time the greatest efforts are being di- 
rected toward organizing the longshoremen 
of this port, but this body, according to the 
outlined plan, is to be only a link in the 
globe-girdling chain. 

For this great alliance there is the com- 
prehensive name International Federation 
of Ship, Dock and River Workers.” Every 
man who can properly describe himself as 
a ship, dock or river worker is qualified for 
membership. The representative in Ameri- 
ca for the organization at the present time 
is Edward McHugh, who came from Eng- 
land recently with the avowed purpose of 
forming an international body of longshore- 
men. He has been feeling the pulse of ma- 
rine workers, and now announces his con- 
clusions by stating his belief that before 
many months all who have anything to do 
with water commerce will be allied as solid- 
ly as co-partners of a great financial insti- 
tution. Mr. McHugh believes that such an 
organization would never be forced to strike 
because its fair demands, like the fair de- 
mands of powerful government, would al- 
ways be granted. The leaders do not deny, 
however, that it would have the power to 
block the commerce of the world. 

If such power were exercised along the 
Atlantic seaboard on outgoing cargoes alone 
business to the amount of $6,500,000 daily 
would be checked. Of this New York would 
lose $3,000,000. At the end of the week, when 
accounts are balanced, New York exporters 
and shippers by water to domestic ports 
would find their books $18,000,000 short, be- 
cause cargoes that should have been sent 
out would be lying on the docks and in 
storage warehouses. If all commerce be- 
tween nations were tied up the restriction 
to business would amount to over $150,000,000 
weekly. If, in addition, the interior com- 
merce on rivers and lakes were stopped, 
leaving only the railroads to transport the 
necessities of life, stores would be emptied 
in forty-eight hours.

Although Captain General Weyler’s first 
campaign in Pinar del Rio was a failure, 
in so far as drawing Maceo from the Prov- 
ince or forcing him from the hills was con- 
cerned, it has undoubtedly had the effect 
of precipitating a serious predicament upon 
the rebels. This is the enforcement by 
Spanish troops of the order to destroy the 
insurgents’ food supply, and great incon- 
veniences to the Cubans has been the re- 
sult. Although this crusade of destruc- 
tion was not so successful that Maceo wed 
forced to flee, the second trip of Genera 
Weyler to Pinar del Rio may still further 
embarrass the rebels in this respect, when 
the Spanish troops would meet with fewer 
difficulties in their campaign. 

Maceo’s most serious question is to obtain 
a sufficient quantity af food. It was re- 
cently estimated that Maceo’s supplies, if 
carefully husbanded, would hast for six 
months. The active campaign of the last 
fortnight has certainly cut déwn to a large 
extent this supply. The insurgents have 
lived mainly on sweet potatoes, malanga and 
yucca, starchy and not very. nourishing 
vegetables. They have also had cattle, tak- 
en from the ranches in the great grazing 
districts on the southern coast. 


As the Cubans have no regular eommis- 
sary department, their first care after form- 
ing a camp is to forage. They gather all 
they can, and on their return make a divis- 
ion of the spoils. When I left Maceo at 
La Pia in August his 
matured, and every few days large parties 
of unarmed men went under the escort of 
armed insurgents to dig potatoes about Cab- 
anas and under the guns of the city. When 
the supply in Cabanas gave out the men 
went as far as Mariel, at the northern end of 
the trocha. On the south of the hills is a 
rich district, and Maceo, at the outset, or- 
dered the farmers to plant corn and Tice, 
because * can be kept gor long periods. 

At that time wild pigs abounded in the 
hills, and all that could be found were killed 
oe _— until now they are practically 
extino 


potatoes were not 


Maceo had a magnificient cavalry force 
last March, when he entered Pinar del 
Rio. Since then the horses have died off 
from lack of sufficient food and proper 
care. It is doubtful if the insurgents now 
have more than 900 horses in the entire 
province. This is the secret of Maceo's un- 
Willingness to leave the hills. Without 
eavairy his movements would necessarily 
be very slow. 

The insurgents have clearings in the hills 
planted with vegetables. Bach of these, 
with the surrounding encampment, its un- 
der the control of a civil officer with full 
authority, who keeps records. Each one 
has his assistants to carry the mail 
through the hills. These messengers must 
give warning whenever the Spanish troops 
approach, so that all hands can escape 
to the woods. 

The Cuban .soldiers long enjoyed such 
luxuries as coffee, sugar and tobacco in 
1 Ags it became more diffleult 

to obtain fresh, supplies the articles miost 

ed wete salt and soap. The Spaniards 
were careful not to let either of these 
articles be takeh from the towns. I was 
without salt for three weeks and finally 
obtained a handful for $5. 

Before the cultivation of sugar practically 
drove coffee out of the island, there were 
many coffee estates in the Pinar dei Mio 
hills, and the old trees have yielded many 
berries to the insurgents, They sti'! get all 
the crude sugar they need by Loiling cane 
in big ke®tles over the camp fires. The sup- 
ply of tobacco is good. 2 

Gen. Weyler's edict to all residents of the 
country to leave their homes was a serious 
blow to Maceo. Before then people in sym- 
pathy with the rebellion could go to towns 
or all they needed, and by their aid Maceo’s 
men could get clothes, food and wine. Now 
shoes are almost a curiosity in the insurgent 
ranks.

If the trocha had never been built, Maceo 
would unquestionably have joined Maximo 
Gomez in the East long ago. As it is. he 
cannot risk the success of tights he would 
have to make without cavairy.

Maceo is 
at the moment, though he had a very scant 
allowance during the spring and summer, 

when he had zo rely largely on the few he 
could capture and on those offered for sale 
by omy dealers, who got them from the 
Spanish soldiers in exchange for luxuries.

MRS. BOETTCHER HANGED HER- 
SELF AT THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


A Woman After Nursing Her Child 
Through Diphtheria Commits 
. Suicide in Novel. Style. : 


Mrs, Emily Boetcher strangled herself to 
death at the City Hospital last night. 
At 10:30 o’clock Miss Jansen, a nurse, found 


ward, , 
She had made a rope of her apron. She 
fastened one end ground her neck. The 
other end she fastened to the door knob. 
Then she flung herself full length on the 
floor, She was dead when the nurse found 
her. 

Mrs. Boetcher was the wife of Charles 
Boettcher, and resided at 1424 North Ninth 
street. She was 38 years old and was Ger- 
man, 

Last Tuesday she went to the Hospital with 
her 9-year-old daughter, Emily, who was 
suffering with a serious case of diphtheria. 

The child’s life was despaired of, but 
Dr. Sutter performed traechotomy and lit- 
tle Emily was recovering rapidly. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Boetcher called 
at the Hospital to see his wife and child. 
Mrs. Boetcher was unusually cheerful and 
spoke of leaving the Hospital soon. She 
had watched at the bedside of her child 
almost constantly since she came to the 
Hospital, but she said she was strong and 
he had not overtaxed her strength, 

She said her child was doing so nicely 
that further watching would be unneces- 
sary. Her husband remained nearly an 
hour, and she kissed him affectionately at 
parting. 

The diphtheria ward is in the southwest 
corner of the building and is almost isolated 


from the rest of the Hospital. It is on the 
third floor and can be reached by only one 
entrance. On the east side of the ward is 
a long, narrow room, the.length of the ward, 
but only about six feet wide. This room 


is used for storing linen, bed clothing, etc. 


It is on the side opposite the entrance and 
is rarely used by any one. 

It was there Mrs. Boetcher killed her- 
self. 

Mies Jansen, the night nurse, was in tlre 
ward at 10:15 o'clock. She had given the 
medicine to her patients and Mrs. Boetcher. 
had retired and was e sleeping 


soundly. 
The hurse went to * part of the 


building for some linen. 

In fifteen minutes she returned and start- 
ed to enter the linen room ta put away 
the towels. She had to pass through the

not observe that Mrs, Boecher had left her

. light in the linen room was burning 
prilliantly. When the nurse entered the 
room she was totally unprepared for the 
sight which met her gaze. 

There stretched at full length on the floor, 
with her head suspended from a knob on

Miss Jansen dropped her armful of towels 
in the middle of the floor and rushed to 
the prostrate woman. 

Her practical experience as a trained 
purse hed taught her not to fear death. 
ene made a hasty examination and saw 
that the woman was dead. She hastened 
to the doctors’ apartments and aroused 
Superintendent Sutter. 

Accompanied by his assistants, Drs. Reder 
and Lane, he hastened to where Mrs. 
Boetcher lay. 

They tried to revive her by artificial res- 
piration, but she was beyond recall.

Stephens is confident that the cost to Mis- 
sourl associations in future will be less 
than this. 

The report, while showing that as a 
whole the Building and Loan Associations 
are im a satisfactory condition, exposes 
several defects and unsound methods in 
certain associations, and gives much val- 
uable information upon difficult points 
in connection with building and loan 
work. By making themselves familiar 
with these matters through a careful 
study of the report, those interested in 
Building and Loan Associations can 


avoid error and detect fraud.

THE CUBAN CRISIS. 

The arrogant tone of the interview 
that Capt.-Gen. Weyler gave to the As- 
sociated Press qorrespondent in Havana, 
and which was published in Friday's 
Post-Dispatch and in the other news- 
papers Saturday morning, will not tend | 
to abate the feeling of indignation and 
disgust which is gradually growing more 
intense among the people of the United 
States. ‘ 

Im this interview Gen. Weyler reveals 
himself as a Duke of Alva on a small 
scale, The temper manifested is that 
of the brutal despot, and his words men- 
ace the unfortunate Cubans with cruelty 
to the bitter end. To the woe and misfor- 
tune which the war has brought Weyler 
geems either. oblivious or indifferent. 
There is no hint of a desire or intention 
to pacify Cuba. As he interprets the ob- 
ject of his campaign, it is to utterly de- 
stroy and annihilate everything and 
everybody that opposes or obstructs 
Spanish domination in the island. 

Public opinion in the United States, 
taking the cue from the Administration, 
has been very forbearing towards the 
Spanish in Cuba, whose warfare has been 
simply brutal butchery of combatants 
and non-combatants alike. Merciless 
cruelty to women and children, and ruth- 
less destruction of property have appar- 
ently been more relied upen by the Span- 
iards than feats of arms in the field. 
Every rule or custom of civilized warfare 
has been violated, and at the same time 
insults have been heaped upon the United 
States by the Spanish and Cuban press. 

It may be safely said that present con- 
‘ditions will not be tolerated much longer. 
The next Administration, if not the pres- 
ent one, will be compelled to impress upon 
Spain and her Captains-General that the 
United States cannot remain indifferent 
to deliberate brutalities by a European 
power in an island whose contiguity to 
our coast brings her within the sphere 
of our influence.

AT THE POLLS. 

It is a rather unique proposition coming 
up from the Twenty-third Ward. In that 
ward the Civic Federation is said to be 
stronger than in any other in the city. 
It is claimed also that it is about equally | 
divided, in its membership, between the 
Democratic and Republican parties. The 
proposition growing out of these claims 
is that the Republican Civic Federation- | 
ists shall nominate ward candidates and 
the Republican ward primary shall ratify 
them, and the Democratic Civic Federa- 
tionists shal] nominate candidates for the 
Democratic ward primary to ratify. 

There are between five and six thou- 
sind voters in the Twenty-third Ward. 
Does the membership of the Twenty-third 
Ward Civic Federation include more than 
half of these? Do the Republican mem- 
bers of the Civic Federation in the 
Twenty-third Ward number more than 
half of the Republicans in that ward? 
Do the Democrats belonging to the Feder- 
ation outnumber those who do not? 

Tammanyism has become an odious 
term because it expresses the idea of 
organizing an independent body, within 
a party, to control that party’s action. 
Even when, as in New York, Tammany- 
ism represents the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the party with which it am. 
lates, its power is repugnant to the best 
intelligence, and the exercise. of that 
power has been found to be corrupt and 
dangerous. 

If we are to “eliminate politics” from 
our municipal elections, the Civic Federa- 
tion should not plunge into the very mire 
of politics by trying to dictate the nom- 
inations of political parties. Its power 
should be felt at the polls, Let it fall on 
unworthy candidates forced by party 
bosses and ward heelers upon the ticket. 
In no other way can party managers be 
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other side—the East side—of New York, 
they do not care even to pretend to cult- 
ure. Perhaps 80 per cent of the present 
population of New York City cannot read 
English Words of three syllables without 
stopping to spell them out, and as these 
dictate the character of all literature that 
is put on the market for. purely commer- 
cial purposes, the tone is necessarily get- 
ting lower and lower. 

The situation is not a cheerful one for 
patriotic and intelligent Americans to 
contemplate, but New York City and the 
Eastern cities generally have a leaven of 
high and disinterested intelligence which 
is at work to save them from what would 
otherwise be inevitable degradation due 
to squalid poverty on one hand and ex- 
cessive accumulation on the other. They 
are at present in the transition stage, 
but they are moving and there is every 
reason to believe that it is in the right 
direction. The cause of popular educa- 
tion is being pushed, and many noble 
men and women are working at their own 
expense in the face of the greatest diff 
culties and discouragement to prevent 
reaction and keep the most populous part 
of the country true to the traditional 
American ideals of progress.

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His Honor Judge Murphy w perhaps 2 
greatest stickler for à strict adherence 
the letter of the law that ever came over 
the judicial pike. The lawyer who practices 
on technicalities has a fertile field in the 
Court of the Three C's, and incidentally 
he takes advantage of it. The latest rulings 
on hair-splitting technicalities by the more 
or lems learned Judgé are warmly indorsed 
by the beneficiaries, even if condemned by 
the rest of the community. In discharging 
a suspected burglar the Judge explained 
how easy it was for any man to be out at 

a. m. and to find a skeleton key such as 
burglars and hotel-keepers use and what an 
injustice it would be to lock up every man 
who might be the victim of such a com- 
bination of circumstances. His second ex- 
ploit was in releasing a highwayman after 
court hours, when bond was applied for, on 
the ground that Col. Johnson had not com- 
pleted the warrant by affixing his signa- 
ture. The fact that unless the Judge had 
been found after court hours, at his home, 
the prisoner would have remained in jail 
till morning, when Col, Johnson's signature 
would have made the warrant legal, was 
not considered nor was it necessary to plead 
that defect in the instrument to secure his 
release without bond. The bondsman was 
there to sign the bond, but the Judge dis- 
covered the technical defect and ordered 
the prisoner released forthwith. This may 
be the Judge’s way of teaching Col. John- 
gon a lesson in carefulness, but it is not con- 
sidered the best way to protect the com- 
munity. 


Judge David Murphy is laughed at, and 
ridiculed, and praised, according to the 
point of view, but in the words of the song, 
“he is not the only one.“ There are others, 
and they are higher up judicially than the 
St. Louis Judge. . 

F’rinstance, how ts this for high, technic- 
ally speaking? Sophie Lyons, the most 
noted shoplifter in America, was arrested 
in New York recently. She wore a regula- 
tion shoplifter’s pouch under her skirt and 
was convicted under a statute making it 
an offense to possess any device used for 
the purpose of committing larceny. The 
technical point was raised that the pouch 
was used in carrying away the proceeds of 
larceny, and not in committing it. A Judge 
of the Court of Appeals thought the point 
excellently well taken, and set Sophie free. 


Those who favor the elimination of sev- 
eral thousand technicalities from the law, 
and the injection of more common sense 
and practical wisdom in the administration 
of it, contend that there are too many 
lawyers among our law-makers. They favor 
the eleetion of fewer lawyers to State Leg- 
islatures and Congress. On the same line 
of reasoning it might be a good scheme to 
make judges of men who are not lawyers. 
This would be somewhat of an innovation 
to .be sure, but possibly dangerous char- 
acters might not so easily escape punish- 
ment, or even a trial, if the laws were con- 
strued from a common sense point of view.

Hanna wants him to promise to take the

Speaker Tom Reed in *he House and Gena- 
tor Foraker in the Senate are to be the 
leaders in the fight within the party 
against the plans of the McKinley syndi- 
cate which contemplate perpetuating Me- 
Kinleyism, and Hanna wants to be in the 
Senate to checkmate them.

REPRESENTATIVES. 


A PARLIAMENTARY CONFLICT. 


The Bone of Contention Is the Tre- 
mendous Expenditures Proposed 
tor the Navy. 


BERLIN, Nov. 28.—There is little doubt 
now that a Parliamentary conflict will 
occur during this session of the Reichstag 
over the naval budget. The Government 
organs have hitherto denied that a large 
increase in the navy was intended and the 
figures of the naval budget were so jug- 
gled that it looked as if the Government 
demand was not in excess of those of 
former years. A searching analysis of the 
figures, however, reveals the fact that the 
Reichstag is really asked to sanction an 
increase of about 200,000,000 marks. The bill 


asks that this year’s expenditures be in- 
creased 60,000,000 marks and the matter is 
so arranged as to necessitate an addition- 
al expenditure of 70,000,000 marks during 
each of the next two years. These sums 
are not entirely for the building of new 
vessels, but are also intended to provide 
for the expense of manning them. In 
Parliamentary circles it is believed that 
the naval expenditures of the next five 
rears will be largely increased if the 

eichstag accedes to the present demands. 

Emperor William, speaking recently to 
Admiral von Hollman, Secretary of the 
Navy, is reported to have said: 

“The question of bringing the German 
navy to the point of being really formidable, 
not only for defense but for aggression, is 
one of life or death for the nation, and 
whoever loves the Fatherland will help 
me bring this about, as the German navy 
is at present wholly inadequate for its 
mission in the future.“ 

This imperial utterance is now circulat- 
ing in the Reichstag circles and is much 
commented upon. It is certain that no 
majority will be found in the Reichstag for 
these projects. The centrists and the en- 
tire Radical wing are, against it, which 
gives an adverse majority of about 20. 

During the week the Government repre- 
sentatives of the naval department have 
hinted in conversation with deputies that 
the rejection of the naval scheme means 
the dissolving of the Reichstag. 

In the Diet the Government, through Dr. 
Miquel, the Minister of Finance, is asking 
for the passage of a bill to enable it to use 
the yearly surplus, which this year is over 

,000,000 marks, to cover deficiencies in any 
particular department or utilize it as a con- 
tingent fund in the future. The Liberals and 
Radicals are fighting this proposal as a cur. 
tailment of Parliamentary privileges. It is 
believed, however, that the Government will 
get the bill passed. 


The result of the election in the United 
States has brought a windfall to the town 
of Speyer, in the shape of a donation of 
$35,000 from Henry Villard. The pastor of 
that place has recently beeen trying to 
obtain subscriptions to a fund with which 
to establish a sick children’s hospital, and 
Mr. Villard was proached during his re- 
cent stay there. e promised that if Mc- 
Kinley won he would give the whole sum 
required. This promise has been kept and 
the foundation stone of the new hospital 
will be laid next spring. 


The revelations of the Hamburger Nach- 
richten will not, after all, be allowed to 
pass without judicial. inquiry. The Frank- 
fort Zeitung to-day carried out its threat 
and dencunced the Hamburger Nachrichten 
before the State’s Attorney for high trea- 
son, anc the Koenigsberg Zeitung did the 
same. Both actions are due to these two 
newspapers being prosecuted by the Gov- 
ernment for indiscreetly publishing State 
news. 


During his visit to Kiel this week the 
Emperor went on board the new warship 
Aegir and took one of the regular noon ra- 
tions of the blue jackets, eating the whole 
of it, consisting of ham, cabbage and pota- 
toes. 

The present sugar law has met with the 
disapproval of all the sugar manufacturers 
of the Empire, and a committee has been 
appointed with instructions to endeavor to 
get the bill altered in the Reichstag. The 
association of raw sugar manufacturers 
has pronounced in favor of a raw sugar 
trust of the Empire. 


The German press is rapidly veering 
around in its opinion of the results of the 
recent election in the United States. The 
Liberal papers are expressing fear of the 
unfavorable tariff legislation and a mors 
vigorous foreign policy. The Federation of 
yerman Bimetallists has issued a state- 
ment expressing the belief that McKinley’s 
election means furtherance of international 
bimetallism, and adding that they are re- 
lying on the RepubMcan party to promote 
these ends, According to the pledges in its 
platform.

RUM DRAGS I 
INTO THE DEPTHS. 


PATHETIC STORY OF ELLEN KEL- 
LY, A SLAVE TO DRINE. 


HER LONG YEARS IN JAIL. 


Because of Passion for Liquor She Has 
Spent Three-Fourths of Her 
Time Behind Bars. 


Fifteen years in jail for the crime of 
drunkenness. This is the record of a St. 
Clair County woman, and it is doubtful if 
there is a man or woman in the country 
who has paid so great a penalty for the 
satisfaction of the craving for drink. 

She is Ellen Kelly. She claims East St. 
Louis as her home, but since for the past 20 
years she has spent three-fourths of the 
time in Belleville as the guest of various 
succeeding Sheriffs, that place, if it were 
disposed to quibble, might claim her as a 


resident. But it is not disposed that way, 
and Ellen is not anxious that it should be. 
When she had e home it was in East St 

Louis. She has good friends there who 
will stake her with a dollar when she gets 
out of jail, other friends who will give her 
a place to sleep until she has exchanged 
the money Cor a jag, and these things make 
East St. Louis seem like a home to her. 

Away back in 187% Ellen Kelly began mak- 
ing forced journeys to the county seat. She 
was 36 then, strong in body and mind, with 
a ready Celtic tongue in her head, which 
could utter the softest blarney, but was a 
terribly effective weapon whenever it be- 
re necessary for her to stand up for her 
rig 

She had half a dozen promising children, 
her home was comfortable and she was 
contented. 

But Ellen had a thirst. She tried to 
quench it in the conventional] East St. Louls 
way, but it grew on her and gained the 
mastery over her. One day it landed her 
in the County Jail. It has kept her there 
the greater part of the time ever since, and 
in all likelihood she will die there with that 
thirst still unsatisfied. 

In the absence of the jail records, which 
were taken away by the wife of Sheriff 
Fred S. Weckler after his death and have 
never been returned, it cannot be ascer- 
tained exactly how many terms Mfs. Kelly 
has served or the period of time she has 
spent behind the bars. She does not re- 
member herself, but she admits that since 
1875 at least three-fourths of the time has 
been spent there, and-Turnkey Harry Burke 
thinks that fifteen years is not an ex- 
aggeration. She has spent five years 
owt of the past six in jail. Last year she 
— enjoyed freedom for seven weeks, and 
the year before that fourteen day's out of 
the 365 was all she spent at home.“ 

Her love of drink is her only failing. She 

is honest and truthful and virtuous. If 
she would keep straight she could get work 
with the best families in East St. Louis..She 
has an Irish woman's impulsiveness and a 
quick sympathy, and she is never lacking in 
civility until a policeman crosses her vision. 
“I niver bother nobuddy,“ she says. “If 
A person meets me when I'm dhrunk, and 
says ‘Good mornin’, Mrs. Kelly,’ or ‘Good 
evenin', Mrs. Kelly,’ I am just as polite as 
you please, but when one of thim East St. 
Louis policemen comes along and tries ta 
run over me I gives it to him good and 
sthrong.’”’ 
Mrs. Kelly holds the Past St. Louls police 
responsible for the record she has succeeded 
in piling up. She says they do not treat 
her fair at all. | 

“They don't give me ie a 
says. When get out) of jail I have to 
have me spree, of course. fter it's over 
the sight of whisky makes me sick and 
maybe I wouldn't want another drop for 
six months; When I'm drunk I Always fo 
and give myself up at thé station, but 
when I’m ‘sobered up, instead of lettin’ me 
go like the rest, er always send me up 
for another six months. There are lots of 
worse people than me runnin’ loose in East 
St. Louis, and some women who are a heap 
worse than me, but they are young and 
good lookin’ and they stand in with the 
police.“ 

Mrs. Kelly is not proud of her record. but 
if one entry on it could be wiped off. she 
would be reasonably content. Once when 
she went up for three months It was on the 
char ee of being an inmate of a disreputable 

ouse 

Her earnestness causes her to grow volu- 
ble when she explains how it happened: 

J bod just come out of jail and I went to 
Mrs. Bradiey and asked her for $ to rent 
a room. She was a good friend of mine and 
she let me have it without waitin’ a minute. 
Then I went to Mrs. Fahey. She's Pat 
Fahey's wife. You know Pat Fahey? He's 
and I says to her: 
Mrs. Fahey, can ye gite me some work” 

“IT am a good cook and she put me in her 
kitchen. At the end of the week I went 
down to Bradley’s house. He keeps a bad 
house, but the room was comfortable and 
cheap and there was good locks on the win- 
dows and doors, and why should I care? 
Somebody said to me, Mrs. Kelly, the house 
you're in has a bad reputation,’ but I says, 
‘I ain't got a reputation myself that's much 
to brag on,’ and I stayed. Well. they raided 
Bradley's house and they took me along. 
But I didn’t belong to his crowd. I never 
did anything like that.“ 

“Why dort you stay in Belleville when 
vou get out of jail?’’ asked a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, to whom Ellen was running down 
the East St. Louls police. Chief Obst is a

‘You don’t seem 
to remember me, Father? gays I. ‘I never 
saw you N says he. Who are you?’ 
Well, I kept on kind of coquettin’ with 
him, but I wouldn’ t tell him my name. Final.

to get somethin’ to drink? I need somethin’ 


to drink mighty bad.’ 

“He said no, he wouldn't give me money 
to buy drink, but he would give me some- 
thin’ to eat. Now, I never eat anything 
when I'm on a spree, but I thought it would 
be a shame not to take it when he offered it, 
and ware I, Well, then, if you insist, I'll take 
some cheese along.’ 

“The grocery man cut off a big piece of 
cheese and Father O'Halloran told him to 
out off another. I began to get scared. I 
didn't want to go carryin' all that lumber 
through the streets. I told the grocery man 
not to give me any bread. I didn’t like 
bread, I told him.”

‘TALK MEASURES. 


THEY: “WILL STAN D TOGETHER 
FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE CITY. 


BUT THEY ARE REPUBLICANS. 


Will Do Their Best, but Their Infiu- 
ence Is Not Likely to Weigh More 
Than a Thousand Pounds, 


The St. Louis members of the Missouri 
Legislature who will assume their new du- 
ties in January are beginning to consider 
the measures ihey will present. 

Every two years the General Assembly 
meets and for 80 days all kinds of meas- 
ures, attempting legislation possible and 
impossible, are poured into the hopper. 

It is usual for the St. Louis delegation, 
collectively and individually, to have many 
measures at the start, but in the end to 
have to devote most of the time to fight- 
ing proposed legislation inimical or hurtful 
to St. Louis interests. 


While the members elect have been con- 


sidering in their own minds bills they 
think necessary, few of them have proceed- 
ed beyond that stage. 

Senator Fred W. Mott, who was elected 
to succeed himself from the Twenty-ninth 
Senatorial District, knows the difficulties 
St. Louis has to contend with in the Leg- 
islature. 

He suggests that as the city is in need 
of much legislation, the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives from the city could be saved 
much time by a public discussion of the 
most important laws desired, and headway 
in the legislation will be gained if the bills 
deemed necessary were drawn up and sub- 
mitted to the St. Louis delegation before 
it goes to Jefferson City. ;

ANNUAL POULTRY SHOW WILL 
BEGIN NEXT TUESDAY. 


MASONIC HALL THE PLACE. 


All Kinds of Chickens, Ducks, Turk- 
eys, Geese and Pigeons Will Be 
on Exhibition in Abundance. 


The third annual poultry and pet stock 
show of the St. Louis Fanciers’. Association 
will begin at the Masonic Hall, Seventh and 
Market streets, on next Tuesday, 
Applications for space and entries 
have far exceeded expectations and 
as a consequence St. Louis can 
be guaranteed the banner show of the West, 
both in number of birds and quality. The 
great number of fine specimens which will 
be exhibited by home fanciers will no doubt 


prove of great local interest. 

Among the chicken classes will be seen 
great varieties of Plymouth Rocks, Wyan- 
dottes,.Brahmas, Cochins, Langshans, Leg- 
horns, Mimoreas, games, English Dorkings, 
Hamburgs, French Houdans, Polish and 
bantams. 

Many species of turkeys, geese and ducks 
will occupy space. 

The pigeon display NU be exceedingly 
good. Few people are aware of the large 
number of fine birds which are owned by 
local fanciers, and which are never sent to 
outside shows on account of the danger of 
their being injured or lost. They will all 
take part in the home show. where their 
owners and friends can look after them. 

Mr. George Ewald of Cincinnati will ship 
a large consignment of fine pigeons from 
Cincinnati. He is the most extensive breed- 
er in the United States and has a great rec- 
ord for carrying off prizes, his list contain- 
ing the most beautiful variety of this class 
to be seen anywhere. A large number of 
beautiful pheasants also owned by Mr. 
Ewald will add tone to the show. 

Homers will be well represented. The 
Frackelton loft of Milwaukee, Wis., will be 
represented by a number of their finest 
birds. Every breeder in the loft has re- 
turned over 300 miles without training, either 
from St. Paul, Minn., Bayfield, Lake Su- 

erior or St. Louis. These birds were ex- 

ibited, released and countermarked by the 
St. Louis Agricultural and Mechanical As- 
sociation in 1892. One bird was in 1895 sent 
to Scotland, S. D., Federation Station—600 
miles. 8 

This class of birds has proved them- 
selves a most reliable means of transmission 
of news in cases of emergency, and lately 
there has been adopted by the United States 
and several European governments, for 
their naval military posts, a small aliminum 
capsule weighing about eight grains, per- 
fectly water tight. A tissue paper message 
ean be enclosed and-clasped onto the bird's 
leg by an open band of the same metal and 
carried any distance with perfect safety. 

The local talent will be taken care of by 
the Mound City Homing Club, which has a 
large number of birds, several of which 
have lately been imported from Germany. 

A display of rabbits will also be a fea- 
ture, and a number of young Belgian hares, 
which are extremely large in size, with 
litters of young ones, will take part. 

The incubator and brooding machine dis- 
play will be a novelty. Two of the largest 
concerns of the kind in the country have 
applied for space, asking for the same 
amount of room which they occupled' at the 
St. Louis Fair. Eggs were placed in their 
machines some time ago and will be turn- 
ing out Uttle chicks by the hundreds during 
the show. 

The quarters to be occupied are being spe- 
clally fitted up with heat and light, two 
essential needs for the proper care of this 
class of stock especially. in cold weather. 
On this account the association had great 
trouble securing a suitable location in the 
downtown district. 

It is estimated that at least 3,000 birds 
will take part in the exhibition.

GREAT BRITAIN TO STRENGTHEN 
HER WAR FOOTING. 


COMING PARLIAMENT MEETING. 


Some Lively Times Ahead, as the South 
African Policy Will Be 
Criticised. 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—The announcement to- 
day that the Queen has signed a proclama- 
tion reassembling Parliament on Jan. 19 has 
brought the public mind back to political 
matters. The date announced is a week 
earlier than was expected, and only upon 
two previous occasions since 1880 has Par- 
Lament met so early in the year. 

The Government, apparently, is resolved 
to make a great effort to get through with 
its programme, which, however, will be dis- 
tinctly modest. The only noteworthy pro- 
posal which the Government is likely to 


make is an increase of several. millions of 
pounds in the war budget. Military men 
have taken advantage of the recent war 
ecares to advocate strengthening the army, 
and naval men have not been slow in adopt- 
ing a like course as regards the sea arm of 
the Kingdom, The army needs three spe- 
cific reforms, the rearming of the ertillery, 
the establishment of additional battalions 
of indantry and the reorganization of the 
transport service, This programme has 
been laid before the Cabinet National De- 
fense Committee, which, it is understood, 
has resolved to recommend additional outlay 
in order to bring the army up to the same 
state of efficiency as the navy, for which 
no large vote will be asked, as its pro- 
gramme for the year is fairly well provided 
for. In connection with the proposed in- 
crease of the ae of the army it\is 
suggested that an Irish regiment of foot 
guards be formed and recruited in Dublin. 

There were two Cabinet meetings this 
week, and they practically settled on the 
main points of the Queen’s speech at the 
reassembling of Parliament. It will include 
references to elementary education, yen 4 
ers’ liability and benefice bills, with prob- 
ably a secondary education bill. The Gov- 
ernment has been very silent on the sub- 
ject of old age pensions and it is believed 
that this matter will be dropped for the 
present at least. The Ministers hope to meet 
with little opposition in their educational 
policy. No scheme of rate aid for volun- 
tary schools will be presented. 

However, the modest programme of the 
Government will not insure it an enttrely 
quiet time. The recent South African policy 
has cause’ a division among its followers 
which will come in evidence early in the 
session. The malcontents intend to raise 
a discussion on the policy of the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
erlain, either on the address in reply to 
he speech from the Throne or on a motion 
to reappoint Select Committee on the 
Jameson raid. he Liberals intend to make 
the latter inquiry completely thorough and 
ee

A TEMPLE OF HEALTH. 


Columbia College to Have an 8800, 000 
Gymnasium. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 8.— Tale will not long 


, 


be able to boast of having the finest uni- 
versity gymnasium. Columbia intends to 


build on Morningside Heights a temple of 
health and strength that will exceed in size 
and equipment anything in this country. 
The plans for this structure were made pub- 
lic by Superintendent Darling yesterday. 

The structure is to be known as the Uni- 
versity Building.” It will be in the center 
of the university grounds and extend from 
about One Hundred and Seventeenth to 
One Hundred and Nineteenth streets. Its 
front will be 150 feet to the rear of President 
Low’s $1,000,000 library, and it will be flanked 
on the boulevard by the Chemistry Building 
and on Amsterdam avenue by Schermer- 
horn and Havemeyer Halls. 

The shape of the structure will be that 
of an oval with the end cut off. The front 
facing the library will be this end. 

About half the building will be for the 
power-house and the rooms for literary and 
other societies. The rest will be occupied 
by the gymnasium, the baths, the crew, x- 
ing, fencing and wrest rooms. The 
structure will be three stories high. In the 
basement will be the swimming pool, the 
largest in thegcountry, having a diameter 
of 100 feet and a depth of ten feet.

ANNUAL REPORT OF v. s. TREAS- 
URER MORGAN. 


The Deficiency for the Fiscal Year End- 
ing June 30 Was $25,- 


203,246. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2—The an- 
nual report of Daniel N. Morgan, Treasurer 
of the United States, shows the net ordinary 
revenues of the Government during the fis- 
cal year ended June 30, 1896, to have been 
$326,976,200, and the expenditures $352,179,446, 
leaving a deficiency for the year of $25,203,- 
246, or $17,601,977 less than during the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. 

The report shows that during the last fis- 
cal year there was an increase of $7,363,134 
in the receipts rom customs and an in- 


crease of $41,192 from internal revenue 
sources; an increase of $2,479,622 from mis- 
cellaneous sources, and a loss of $97,823 from 
the sale of public lands, making the net 
increase in the receipts $13,586, 1%. The. de- 
crease in the expenditures amounted to 

8 report shows the total receipts from 

e first ,000 loan of 1894 to have been 
$55 600 917, the second loan of $50,000,000 of 
1894, $58,71 710; the loan of 315,000 for 
1895, $65,428,056, and the $100,000,000 loan of 
1896, 612. From the first loan there 
was realized $52,580,264 in gold coin and 
$5,810,420 in gold certificates; from the fec- 
ond loan, $53,651,188 in gold coin and $5,608, - 
2 * ia mola certificates; from the third loan, 

in ry Sota. and from the fourth 
— 3109, 827,466 in gold coin and . $2,026,810 
in gold certificates. The total receipts from 
the several bond sales, 
$294, 164,295. 

Referring to the condition of the Treas- 
ury during tthe last year, the Treasurer 
ays: — 

“When the cash balance in the Treasury 
has afforded a comfortable working fund, 
and would have done so without augmenta- 
tion from loans, the gold reserve has been 
the cause of much concern, and has been 
maintained only at the cost of a fresh issue 
of bonds and by the voluntary contribution 
of banks and financial institutions. With 
the exception of a brief period in the au- 
tumn of 1895 and another in the spring of 
1896, the ruling rates of foreign exchange 
were such throughout the year as to permit, 
if not require, the export of gold. The 
movement began in volume the first week 
in August and continued with a short in- 
terruption till toward the end of January. 

“At first the demands upon the Treasury 
for gold were limited to the wants of ex- 
porters, but in December considerable with- 
drawals began to be made by others, the 
amount increasing dyring January and ris- 
ing in February, when heavy payments 
were made into the Treasury for bonds to 
nearly $20,000,000 for the month. 


Under this drain the reserve gradually 
sank. until Feb. 10, 1896, when it stood at 
$44,563,493.. It was then rapidly built. up 
from the proceeds of the sale of bonds, and 
rose to $128,713,709 by March 31. After in- 
considerable variations in the reserve dur- 
ing April, the export of gold was resumed 
on May 1, and this movement, together

“as some of the imported materia] was 
brought for the purpose of supplying the in- 
land demand for currency, and, as the pref- 
erence, which later was manifested in the 
interior for gold, had not yet become a 
factor in the situation, a great part of the 
early inflow found its way into the Treasury 
in exchange for paper. 

“In ordinary times and under ordinary 
circumstances, there is a natural flow of 
gold toward the Treasury, which often is 
limited only by the capacity of the Treas- 
ury to carry the specie. 

“Fortunate, indeed, has it been for the 
Treasury that even during the most critical 
periods through which the country hag re- 
cently passed these currents of flow have 
not been altogether checked, and that where 
their volume has been materially diminished 
the loss has been partly made good by the 
assistance of financial institutions. In the 
fifteen months ending with September last 
the withdrawals of gold from the Treasury 
notes amounted to the immense sum of 
192,972,205, while the net gains of tr from 
all sources attained a total of $98,1

WHEEL WHIMS. 


There is at least one immortal thing in 
cycling—a record; it is impossible to break 
one without creating another.

The gastronomic notions of Huret, the 
twenty-four hour Frenchman, are at entire 
variance with prescribed rules. When on 
one of his twenty-four hour record trials 
Huret eats all he can get and never suffers 
from indigestion. The same condition would 
be abnormal in the average man and few 
athletes could adopt Huret’s regimen with- 
out dying. : 

It is good to observe that tires designed 
for road use will be somewhat larger next 
year. Few seem able to realize that a siz- 
able tire is faster on the average road than 
the smaller one. But such is positively the 
case. On the smooth and sand-papered 
race track a two-inch tire would be a set 
back on account of its extra weight but on 
the common highway breadth and 
resiliency within certain limits are entirely 
in the rider’s favor. These limits have 
evidently never been reached in tires placed 
on the market. It has been proven ex- 
D that tires much above two 
nches in diameter are impracticable for 
the bicycle. As the diamieter increases the 
difficulty of perfect manufacture is ma- 
te increased and unless the limit 
of reasonable weight are entirely exceed 
it is impossible to get the tire above two 
inches and have it good for anything.

W. W. Culver Thinks It.the Coming 
Retail Thoroughfare. 


The recent purchase of the northeast cor- 
ner of Twelfth and Olive streets by Mr.

RESIDENTS IN SPRING AVENUE 
TERRORIZED BY A QUARRY. 


A BABY’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Rents Have Gone Down and Suit Has 
Been Brought to Abate the 
Nuisance. 


According to a petition filed in the Circuit 
Court yesterday, residents in the vicinity 
of Wade Bros.’ Construction Company's 
quarry at Spring avenue and Forest Park 
boulevard are in constant fear of their lives. 

They are in agony lest the walls of their 
homes topple over upon them, or that in 
passing to and from their domiciles they 
will be overtaken by a sudden and violent 
death. 

The houses along Spring avenue, between 
Laclede avenue and Forest Park boulevard, 
were erected before the quarry commenced 
operations in 1894. They were then the 
abodes of happy families, all the members 
of which felt secure of life and limb. 

Now, it is alleged, they house a set of 
cowed and timid creatures who fear to stay 
indoors and are afraid to venture upon the 
street. 

Which transformation, it is alleged, is due 
solely to the presence of the quarry. 

The petition in the suit filed by Lawyer 
Thomas G. Rutledge sets out a fearful 
state of affairs. It alleges that in operat- 
ing the r constant blasting has to be 
done, and that the explosions are so power- 
ful as to frequently shake the walls of the 
surrounding houses. 

In addition, showers of huge stones are 
cast up at frequent intervals, falling upon 
the just and the unjust alike. When these 
showers first began, the residents imagined 
it was a repetition of the tragedy of om 
and Gomorrah being visited upon St. Louis. 

Frequently the stones would crash through 
windows and loosen the bricks in the walls, 
and it got so that the residents on the west 
side of Spring avenue feared to permit their 
children to play on the front porches, and 
those on the east side had to keep theirs 
out of their back yards because of the fre- 
quently recurring showers of missiles. 

The ladies of the hovseholds could not sit 
at their windows because of the danger of 
being hit in the head by some of the projec- 
tiles. Afternoon teas and other fetes dear 
to the feminine heart, were impossibilities, 
because the explosions shook the houses 
and the noises prevented conversation. Be- 
sides, friends were afraid tio approach within 
two blocks of the neighborhood.

The matter came to the attention of Mr. 
Charlies R. Gregory of the H. T. Simon- 
Gregory Dry Goods Co., who believed thai 
Jones was buried in Paris. 

To make sure of the matter he sent a 
copy of the dispatch to a friend of his, 
for many years a resident of the French 
capital, and in turn received the following 
enthusiastic and interesting atcount of the 
hero and his burial in France: 

The celebrated Paul Jones, of glorious 
memory, was born in the County of Selkirk, 
about 1 miles from Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, in 1 

The father ot this intrepid sallor was the 
gardener of Lord Selkirk—but his mother 
was the daughter of * Highland Chief, 


driven by misfort into Midlothian, 
where she married humble kinsman, 
the rdener. She chanted all the wild 


melodies of her clan, and the weird, soul 
etirsing songs of Ossian—before their mys- 
terious and ancient origin was known to 
the poets. 

Young Jones was then instructed in all 
the glorious traditions of Caledonia, and 
the laurels of the heroic Oscar would not 
permit him to sleep. He was inspired with 
the love of vengeance and of glory, and 
longed to mingle in the strife. e was ex- 
asperated when he read of the battle of 
Fiodden Field. where “shivered were fair 
ote & spears, and broken wes her 

le 

England having provoked the American 
colonies to rebeHion by aggressive and op- 
pressive measures, Paul Jones embraced 
with ardor the cause of Washington, and 
goon his daring exploits became as famous 
as those of the illustrious Scotch patriot, 
Bruce of Bannockburn. 

His renowned descent on the shores of 
Engiand, brietling with armed fortifica- 
tions, surprising and capturing the almost 
impregnable fortress of Whitehaven, illum- 
inating the coasts of Great Britain with 
the flames of burning ships, spreading con- 
gternation and panic throughout the wing: 
dom and when attacked by two formida 
heavil armed British frigates, after — 
most desperate and heroic combat, the most 
furious in the annals of naval warfare 
compelled them to strike their colors, 2 
conducted his vanquished adversaries tri- 
um hantly into a Frerch harbor, where hie 
victory was applauded to the echo, France 
being at that time the ally of the American 
colon:es. 

After the acknowledgment of American 
inde ence he was appointed Rear Ad-

Hearing the mutter 
ings of distant thunder, the prelude to the 
French Revolution, he resigned and has- 
tened (o Paris, where he was hailed as the 
hero of the hour. In behalf of the Assem- 
Dlie Nationale” he was welgomes to France 

„ Mirabeau, and received by the people 
with deafening vivats—enthusiastic expres- 
gions of admiration. However highly he 
may have valued these generous saluta- 
tions, he was alarmed when he contem- 
plated the dark clouds, charged with the 
rum of the royal family, and he sought to 
reconcile the antagonistic elements.

WALKED ON WATER. 


A Buddhist Counterpart of the Biblical 
Story—Other Coincidences. 


Some new facts and coincidences about 
our familiar proverbs and légends were 
brought out recently by Prof. Max Muller 
in a paper which he read before the Royal 


Society of Literature in London. 

The stories of the Old Testament and the 
parables of the new Prof. Muller showed 
to have many counterparts with the myths 
of the Buddhist religion. One of the pro- 
totypes of the story of Solomon and the 
two women who disputed about the posses- 
sion of the child is the Indian tale of the 
man who died and left one child. His two 
wives disputed as to its motherhood and ap- 
pealed to Bisaka to decide. Bisaka, being 
a woman, would not decide, but commanded 
that each woman should take hold of the 
child and strive for its possession, and she 
who dragged it from the other would be 
held to be the mother. This was done, but 
when they made ready to struggle for the 
child it, began to cry, and at the sound one 
woman tmmediately let go her hold of it.

An Englishman who bas penetrated into

but the singular feature about the execu- 
tion is that before it takes place the con- 
demned is taken through the bazaar of the 
town where he is to die, and at every liquor 
Shop is given a drink of what he chooses. 
The result is that most murderers reach 
thé “Execution Tree“ in a state of hilari- 
ous oF maudlin intoxication: When brought 
to the death place the name and crime of 
the criminal are read out, and the slip of 
bamboo on which they are written is tossed 
over his head. The criminal then kneels 
down, his arms are tied behind his back, 
and his head is struck off, Chinese fashion. 

There is a curious mixture of Jewish 
and Teutonic in the criminal law, however; 
for the relatives of the murdered man or 
woman have the privilege of taking 300 
rupees indemnity and letting the slayer go, 
or they may demand life for life. 

In marriage, too, the custom is most cur- 
ious. The bridegreom’s procession advances 
to the bride’s house. Its way is blocked by 
ropes at various points, and the expectant 
husband has to pay toll. When he reaches 
the bride’s house the r eat rice together, 
— their hands are tied together with a 
string.

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HUNTING PORPOISES 
BY THOUSANDS, 


A SCHOOL OF THE FISH ARE DRIV- 
EN ON THE SHOALS AND 
THEN SLAUGHTERED. 


One ef the most curious industries of the 
United States will be carried on fer the 
next few weeks at Provincetown, Mass. 

The fish in the ocean, like the birds in 
the air, are influenced in their lives and mi- 
grations by the changes of the seasons, 
and, like the birds, they travel in large 


schools north in the spring and south in 
the fall. As the bawk follows the birds, 
80 the porpoise follows the smaller fishes, 
for the vast schools of herring and mack- 
erel furnish the principal part of its food. 
s the schools of smaller fish come down 
the coast they keep a certain distance from 
shore and in a general way continue south- 
ward, missing the smaller bays and prom- 
ontories, C Cod, however, pokes its 
nm nose far out into the ocean, and all 

he es meet together in the bay in one 

r school until they have gone north 

u and around the extreme cape point. 

ere it is that ises abound, and there 

the fishermen who covet their hides and 
blubber make ate largest catches. 

If the school is a big one an alarm is im- 
mediately given, and the little town, before 
so quiet and dead, is immediately the scene 
of life and action. Men, women and chil- 
dren seem to rise from the ground, and the 
shores and docks are filled with people, 
Every boat in the harbor that can be used 
is manned with stalwart rowers, and a few 
minutes after the school is sighted a line 
of boats side by side and only a few yards 
apart cuts off the school from their passage 
to the sea.

To guard against this a man is placed in 
the bow of each boat, armed with a spiked 
boathook, and whenever a porpoise rises 
within hi€ reach he jabs him with the point 
and tries to push him backward toward the 
shore. The stronger, heavier fishermen, 
armed with the murderous fish knife, or any 
long spear or harpoon which is handy, jump 
over the sides of the boats which lie in the 
shallower places and begin the work of 
slaughter.

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HUNTING PORPOISES 
BY THOUSANDS. 


A SCHOOL OF THE FISH ARE DRIV- 
EN ON THE SHOALS AND 
THEN SLAUGHTERED. 


One ef the most curicus industries of the 
United States will be carried on for the 
next few weeks at Provincetown, Mass. 

The fish in the ocean, like the birds in 
the air, are influenced in their lives and mi- 
@rations by the changes of the seasons, 
and, like the birds, they travel in large 


schools north in the spring and south in 
the fal. As the bawk follows the birds, 
80 the porpoise follows the smaller fishes, 
for the vast schools of herring and mack- 
érel furni the principal part of its food. 

As the schools of smalier fish come down 
the coast they keep a certain distance from 
shore and in a genera] way continue south- 
ward, missing the smaller bays and prom- 
Ontories. C od, however, pokes its 
rect eS nose Ar out into the ocean, and all 
he 4 eet together in the bay in one 

rae school un they have gone north 

n and around the extreme cape point. 

ere it is that porpoises abound, and there 

the fishermen who covet their hides and 
blubber make er largest catches. 

If the school is a big one an alarm is im- 
mediately given, and the little town, before 
so quiet and dead, is immediately the scene 
of life and action. Men, women and chil- 
dren seem to rise from the ground, and the 
shores and docks are filled with people. 
Every boat in the harbor that can be used 
is manned with stalwart rowers, and a few 
minutes after the school is sighted a line 
of boats side by side and only a few yards 
apart cuts off the school from their passage 
to the sea. 

Then the excitement begins. The ob- 
ject of the drive is to get the school into 
the shoals of the sand flats and to hold 
them there until the tide has left them 
high and dry. When the circle is short- 
ened so that the boats are side by side 
and the large, black bodies of the fish are 
crowded together in the small interior 
space, they often interfere with each other, 
and the great danger is that something 
on the shore will frighten them and that 
the entire school starting seaward in one 
sweep, the rear ones will ress on the 
frightened forward ones, and, rising under 
the boats, will tip some of them over and 
break the line. 

To guard against this a man is placed in 
the bow of each boat, armed with a spiked 
boathook, and whenever a porpoise rises 
within hit reach he jabs him with the point 
and tries to push him backward toward the 
shore. The stronger, heavier fishermen, 
armed with the murderous fish knife, or any 
long spear or harpoon which is handy, jump 
over the sides of the boats which lie in the 
shallower places and begin the work of 
slaughter.
